TO PROTECT THE 

ROADS IN WINTER 

Some very sensible suggestions con- 
cerning the hauling of heavy loads 
over the roads in the winter time, 
have been sent out by the Road De- 
partment. Every one who wants the 
roads kept in as good shape as pos- 
sible during: the rough times, of win- 
ter, should read and heed. They are 
as follows: 

With the coming of the winter 
] months when people will be trans- 
j porting agricultural products to the 
I market, it is thought well that the 
| people in general be cautioned about 
! the weight of load that should be 
' hauled over macadam and gravel 
! roads in order that the roads may not 
J be badly damaged 

For wagons having tires 2 inches 
I and less in width not more 'hat 4,- 
; 000 pounds including weight of wa»- 
{ on should be hauled. 

For wagons having tires 2 1-2 
' inches not more than 4,800 pounds 
j including weight of wagon should le 
j hauled ; 

J For wagons having tires 3 inches 
j in width a load of 5,600 ounds may 
j be hauled, and for wagons having 4 
I inch tires 7,200 pounds may be haul- 
ed. 

The following rule may be used to 
calculate the amount that should b» 
hauled on any wagon, cart, automo- 
bile truck or any other vehicle. The 
«>ad should 5* so limited that the 
bearing of the load on each wheel, 
including the weight og the vehicle, 
all of which is transmitted throug! 
the axle, shall not exceed 500 pounds 
per inch of tire for tires 2 inches in 

] widt'i or less and for tires in excess 
of 2 nches in width the limit shall 
not exc ,ed 500 ounds per inch width 

\ of tire for 2 Inches of width plus 400 
p.u-dE for each additional inch of 
width. 

There is no penalty attached tr 
the load that may be hauled over the 
roads, but people should be public 
•i ' 'led enough r.ct to w .iJ to dam- 
age the roads and should not haul 
more than the limit when it is ■>. 
known fact that such action on their 
part is rapidly tearing up the raods. 

The various counties have gone to 
considerable expense to put the roads 
in proper condition for winter traf- 
fic and nil county authorities will 
deeply appreciate co-operation on the 
part of the public using the roads.
